VENEZUELAN AFFAIRS 
HAVE REACHED CRISIS 


Combined British and German Fleets Capture or 
Destroy Greater Part of Venezuelan Navy and 
Land Marines at La Guayra—Will 
Maintain Blockade.

La Guayra, Venezuela, Dec. 10.—Ten German and four British 
cutters captured the Venezuelan fleet yesterday. 
They went along­ 
side thQ Venezuelan vessels and ordered them to surrender and with­ 
out. a shot being fired the British and German forces seized the vessels 
in the nam e of the German emperor and the lung of England.

Two of the vessels, which were un­ 
dergoing repairs, were broken up. The 
German cruiser Panther steamed irto 
the harbor during these proceedings 
with her decks cleared 
for 
action. 
The Venezuelan steam ers were taken 
outside the harbor and at. 2 o’clock this 
morning the General Crespo, Tutmo 
and M argarita were sunk. 
The Ossun 
was the only vessel spared, in view 
of the protest made by the French 
charge d’affaires, M. Quievreux, who 
notified the commodore of the allied 
fleet that the Ossun is the property of 
a Frenchman.. 
At 10 o’clock last evening 13U Ger­ 
man sailors were landed and proceed­ 
ed to Cardonel, a suburb of La Guayra 
in which is situated the residence of 
German Consul Lentz whom, with his 
family, they escorted 
back 
to 
La 
Guayra and placed on board the w ar­ 
ship Vineta. 
On their way back to 
this port the German sailors met a 
party of Venezuelan soldiers but no 
collision took place. 
At 5 o’clock this 
morning a landing party of 30 British 
seamen w ent to the British consulate 
and conducted the British consul, K. 
Shunck and his family on board the 
Retribution. 
The German and British 
residents a t La Guayra have all been 
arrested with the exception of Messrs. 
Fielthvick, Prince and Le Page, t.he 
English directors of the harbor cor­ 
poration who barricaded themselves 
in their houses. 
Fieldwick, Prince 
and Le Page were rescued by the forces 


of the allied powers and have been 
taken on board the Retribution. 
The Englishmen's houses were sur­ 
rounded by Venezuelan policemen, but 
when a party of 320 sailors was land­ 
ed a t 5 o’clock in the afternoon and 
marched to their relief, the policemen 
made no resistance and the inmates 
were conducted 
to 
the 
Retribution 
without trouble. 
The British and German warships, 
however, in the meantime had cleared 
for action. 
No one here can explain the action 
of the allied powers in taking action 
without giving Venezuela time io re­ 
ply to their note. 
The British torpedo destroyer Quail 
arrived here a t 2 o'clock this morning. 
The German cruiser P anther left this 
morning in the direction of Carupano 
and the German cruiser Failte has 
sailed for Puerto Cabello on a search 
for the rem ainder of the Venezuelan 
fleet. 
It is believed th a t the. cruiser 
Indefatigibie is 
on 
her way to the 
Venezuelan seaport of Guanta, the port 
of Barcelona where the Venezuelan 
gunboat R estuarador is now lying. 
Troops are expected here from Cara­ 
cas, as the government is crooked with 
the intention of repulsing any landing 
by the allied forces. 
All the stores and banks here arc 
closed. 
Great excitement prevails as 
the population fears th at the town may 
be shelled or other action taken by 
the Anglo-German vessels tonight.

The morning papers, commenting on 
the situation recognize the possibility 
of awkward complications arising but 
arc disposed to believe that President 
Castro after making a show of defiance, 
may be brought to reason without the 
allied powers having recourse to the 
seizure of custom. 
It is pointed out that by arresting the 
Gerhian and British residents President 
Castro has weakened his position and 
put himself outside the pale of in­ 
ternational law, beside offending the 
United States. 
One paper suggests 
that the seizure of the customs has 
been delayed in deference of the ob­ 
jections of the United States to land­ 
ing troops and poipts out that the 
blockade of the Verjazuelan ports will 
only injure British, American and Ger­ 
man trade.

T he building w as som e tim e ago 
condem ned by th e city building in ­ 
spectors as u nsafe for hotel purposes, 
and the ow ners w ere three w eeks ago 
ordered to piace a stairw ay in th e 
rear and also to build a fire-escape on 
th e fro n t of th e building.

She w as working a t the north end of the 
chute and the little girls wero working 
a t the south end. 
Mrs. McCready, it is 
supposed, heard the approaching train and, 
not realizing how close it was, jumped 
into the middle of the track to call to 
and wave at the little girls. 
Almost in­ 
stantly the train struck her and she was 
caught under the wheels and dragged a 
little way and then the lifeless body was 
throw’n to one side of the track. 
A man 
named Thomas Sheehan, who was walking 
along the track at the side of tho chutes, 
saw the accident and flagged the train, 
giving the crew the first intimation that 
a n accident had taken place. 
The train 
was backed up and the body was taken 
to the house near by. 
It was horribly 
mangled. 
Every bone In th e chest was 
broken, the right leg w as severed from 
the body and the scalp w as torn from 
the head. 
Coroner 
Law 
was notified and took 
charge of the remains. 
He notified the 
dead woman's sons who work In Vlrtor, 
and la.st night received a telegram from 
the eldest son stating th a t he would come 
down last night. The coroner has decided 
not to hold an inquest. Some of the neigh­ 
bors of Mrs. McCready said yesterday 
afternoon that two trains were passing 
the coal chutes at the same time and 
that Mrs. McCready saw the one coming 
on the track on which thp children were 
a t work and did not see the one a p ­ 
proaching her on the other side, but this 
story is not borne out by the children or 
by Sheehan, the eye witness. 
Mrs. McCready leaves four grown sons, 
all of whom work in Victor, besides her 
little C'-year-oul daughter for whom :'he 
gave her life. 
Her husband is said to be 
living, but left her some years ago.

What he saw in the United States and what he thought 
about it has been published in a series of articles under 
the general heading, “The Land of Unbounded Possibili­ 
ties,” published in a leading weekly paper of Berlin.

“The Ugited States, like an enchanted garden, 
nas brought forth from a marvelously productive soil.

It makes him 
cojjajttnnicative and friendly to foreigners who are 
feejrixis information. 
It seems as though everyone 
<were filled with the idea: ‘The stranger shall see 
how great and strong America is.’ My eight months’ 
trip of observation and study took me through the 
Statps, and everywhere I found open doors inviting 
m® to enter, and nowhere did I find the slightest at­ 
tem pt at secretiveness. 
Everywhere I observed an 
uncom^Qon but steady bustle of men who enjoy their 
y o r k £nd are consciously working for great results. 
‘It is a great country.’ This is the verbatim designa­ 
tion of reverential admiration which the citizen of 
the United States has found for his country. 
“The inhabitants of the United States.,including 
Puerto Rico, Hawaii and the Philippine islands, num­ 
ber about 88 millions—that is, barely 5 per cent, of 
tjie ‘world’s total inhabitants, according to its high­ 
est estimate. This 5 per cent, has at present taken 
possession of 25 per cent, of all the cultivated area 
of the earth, viz; 407.4 million acres out of 1,629.3 
million £cres. 
A land of marvelous fertility offered 
itself for tillage, and the husbandman had but to 
gather in the produce. The virgin soil made his work 
easier, and its extensiveness rendered the applica­ 
tion of artificial fertilizers practically unnecessary, 
although the agricultural offices of the states and 
the union have constantly by excellent advice and 
practical expert assistance been furnishing the ways 
and means towards more intense cultivation. 
“Let us examine the corn crops for the six years 
1895-1900. 
The world’s total product fluctuated be­ 
tween 2.6 and 3 billion bushels per annum, a total 
of 16.6 billions for the period with an annual average 
of 2.77 billions. Of this amount the United States alone 
produced 12.4 billions, an average of 2.07 billion bush­ 
els per annum, or 75 per cent, of the world’s crop. 
“Toward the world's wheat crop the United States 
contributed in the five years 1&96-1900, 20.7 per cent., 
while for the year 3 901 its contribution to the world’s 
production of wheat amounted to 25 per cent. During 
the years 1S9B-1900 there were grown 14.7 billion 
bushels of oats in tjic world, and of this 3.74 bijlion 
bushels, or 26.5 per cent-, were produced by the 
United States. 
“Ip the ^production of iron ore the United States 
proved itself to be a veritable land of unbounded 
legibilities- 
It produced very nearly 36 per cent, of 
the total iron produced, and that of the very best 
guajity. In the past ye^r the United States produced 
39.$ p§r pent, of the world's product of pig iron, 
in 
1900 it produced, roughly,-10.1 million tons of steei. 
or 42 ger cent, of the world’s product, and in the year 
1901 the United States output was increased to 13.5 
million tons. 
“The United States produces nearly 55 per cent, 
of all the world’s copper. 
The development of the 
American copper industry was perhaps more rapid 
than typical for even American changes. From modest 
gegjjHg|Kg$ this industry grew by leaps and bounds 
in a remarkably short time to the most important 
factor is the w r i t ’s production. In 1870 the copper 
production of the United States amounted to 12,000 
togg; in 1880 its production had increased to 27,0(30 
tojig out of a. total world production of 153,000 tons; 
in 1890 the United States produced 116,? 15 tons of 
the WQfld’s product of 269,455 tons. 
During 189a it 
cancelled $W>rf than one-half of the world’s produc- 
IJqsq, and at the end of the century the United States 
produced 270,000 tons, or more than the world’s en­ 
tire product had amounted to 10 years before. 
“The output of lead in the United States since 1895 
lj§s increased to such an extent that it has wrested 
from Spain the position of primacy in the world’s pro- 
dUP.tion* 
In 1900 the United States produced 29.6 
per cent., while Spain's share had receded to 18.7 
E ej cept. In 1901 the United states increased its pro 
duction of lead to 250,000 tons. 
••The rivalry Of the United States in the produc­ 
tion, of quicksilver has been equally strenuous. 
In 
190Q for the first time Sirain’g product is slightly 
ejcceeflefl by that of the United States. 
In 1901 
Spain’s share iu the world’s product amounts to but 
28 per cent, while the United States furnishes 33 per 
cen t of the world’s total product. 
‘‘T^e tot0,l world’s production of gold for the year 
■ ia00 was estimated to be 255.6 million dollars; that 
# silver represented a coinage value of 223.5 million

TWO NOTABLE AMERICANS. 
W 


ITH IN A FE W hours the new s reports bring the tid­ 
ings of the death of two A m ericans whose nam es 
will be rem em bered long a fte r th eir bodies have 
ceased to be. 
it is perhaps m isleading and possibly objectionable to 
group to g eth er the nam es of T hom as B. Reed, ex-spe^ker ot 
the house of representatives, and Thom as N ast, first and 
forem ost A m erican cartoonist. 
Y et both of th ese m en 
w ere in a m easure typical of A m erican ch aracter and il­ 
lustrative of A m erican success. 
The m an w ho w ins is the m an who discovers som e­ 
thing in th e w orld th a t needs to be done, and a way to 
do it, and then does it b etter th an any one before has done. 
To Mr. Reed th e opportunity cam e in the national house 
of rep resen tativ es, w here the business of the nation was 
being im peded by a set of rules that perm itted the m inority 
party, under the pretense of liberty of speech and of dis­ 
cussion, to defeat the will of the m ajority of the rep resen ta­ 
tives of the people for au indefinite period. 
It took a 
man of brains and of energy and of resolution to enforce 
the Reed rules, and the clam or th at w as m ade ag ain st the 
"C zar" m ade not the slightest difference to him or to any 
sensible m ap who understood the situation. 
The com ­ 
plete dem onstration of the w isdom and the necessity for 
the new rules w as established w hen the D em ocrats in 
electing Mr. R eed’s successor as speaker, found it neces­ 
sary to re-enact the Reed rules in order to m ake possible 
the conduct of public business. 
It would be a m istake, how ever, to regard Mr. Reed as 
a capable sp eak er of th e house and a great parliam entarian 
and nothing m ore. 
He was a statesm an, ¡p the best m ean­ 
ing of th a t m uch-abused word. H e served his district, his 
state and his country ably ai*d faithfully for a long term 
in congress, and he bad a h ost of adm iring friends who 
believed him fully capable of discharging the highest duties 
and of bearing w orthily th e highest honors of public ser­ 
vice in this country. 
As a politician and as a scholar he 
was w orthy of respect and of adm iration, and if he had not 
given the m ain stren g th of his life to his duties as speaker, 
there is th e b est of reasons for believing th a t he would 
have sought and found distinction elsew here. 
Of Mr. N ast it is not too m uch to say th at he was the 
founder of m odern A m erican political caricature, and the 
N ast m odels and the N ast m ethods still exert a m anifest 
influence upon th e cartoonists of th e p resen t tim e. 
H is 
two m ost notable services w ere in aiding the overthrow of 
the Tw eed ring in New York city and in defeating the 
Fusion candidate for president in 1872. 
It w as claimed 
th at N ast's pencil sen t H orace G reeley to his grave, but 
it w as ra th e r G reeley's am bition and inconsistency th a t 
w rought the fatal w ork w ithin him , and N ast’s incom par­ 
able hum or and ability to m ake the careless read er see 
things only disclosed these follies to the nation for the 
nation's good. 
In his own way Mr. N ast helped to m ake 
A m erican history, apd he is entitled to credit for having 
perform ed his p art m anfully and well. 


THE STATEHOOD DISCUSSION. 


I 
F THE UNITED STATES senate were always governed 
solely by a desire to promote the general interests and 
welfare .of the country and to base its action upon a 
fair-minded and reasonable discussion of public conditions 
and events, there would be much more hope for the omni­ 
bus territorial admission bill than there now is. 
The senate is not only conservative, but it is narrow, 
and in one notable instance at least, that of changing the 
method of the election of United States senators, it has 
shown itself strangely indifferent to the wishes of the 
people and the general welfare of the nation. 
Aud iu the present case there are two considerations 
that will have an important influence upon the senatorial 
decision, which ought properly not to be considered at all. 
The first of these is the sectional issue. 
Looking at 
the matter in a broad way, the people of New Mexico or 
of Arnooa have just as much right to statehood and to 
representation in the United States senate a« the people 
of Massachusetts or Illinois. 
They have beea guaranteed 
this right by the treaty with Mexico under which they' 
became a part of United States territory, and it is further 
guaranteed to them by the invariable custom of the United 
States congress to admit the territories as states as fast 
as their wealth, population and Intelligence qualify them 
for tUat position. 
The fact that the eastern states and 
the western states differ upon certain questions of national 
policy, and that at the present time they represent some­ 
what different stages of social and political growth ought 
not to be allows) to tnSucnic a decision In this matter. 
Not only the people of New Mexico and Arizona, but the 
people of all the western states have a right to as uiu’oh 
representation in the national house of representatives and 
senate as is properly due to their population under the 
provisions of the constitution of the United States. 
And the other wrongful consideration that is likely to 
affect the senatorial decision is a wholly unfounded prej­ 
udice against the people of these newer territories on 
account of their peculiarities of manner, education or 
race. 
Nothing gives rise to greater bitterness or is more 
fruitful of misunderstanding and strife than these differ­ 
ences of customs and manners. 
But surely the repre­ 
sentatives of states that do not hesitate to admit to their 
citizenship the most varied races of Europe, ought not 


K. G. W. TH A TCH ER, com m issioner-in-chief of the 
Colorado w orld's fail board for the L ouisiana P u r­ 
chase exposition, has issued an address to the people 
of the state w hich w as published in the G azette yesterday 
m orning. 
T his address should be generally read and 
seriously considered.

‘ Colorado, a p art of the g reat Louisiana purchase,” 
he says, "is blessed w ith w onderful resources. 
O ur m oun­ 
tain s are the storehouse of precious m etals; our valleys 
produce rare crops of grain, fruit, alfalfa, beets and m elons. 
The coal resources of the state are yet unm easured but it 
is know n th a t King Coal has a m ost m agnificent dom ain 
w ithin our borders. 
Good judges declare th a t Colorado 
is the richest state in the L ouisiana purchase. 
W ith 
such natural resources already p artially developed, it is 
no idle prophecy to say th a t we will look back upon these 
tim es as the days of our infancy. 
"W o now have an opportunity to show to the world 
our resources and thus a ttra c t im m igration to our state. 
We have th e natural resources to support m illions m ore 
of people. 
T here is not a section of this com m onw ealth 
which does not need m ore population. 
In this day of ad­ 
vertising and display of w hat is w ithin our grasp, we m ust 
keep up w ith the procession and show to the world w hat 
we have, and w ith th a t as a basis enlarge upon our future. 
A ggressive people are looking for virgin fields for hum an 
endeavor. 
Colorado w ants the aggressive citizens. H un­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars have been spent in our state 
in piecem eal advertising. 
This has done good 
The 
Louisiana P urchase exposition affords the people of Colo­ 
rado an opportunity to advertise in a system atic and tell­ 
ing way the resources and opportunities of the state." 
A fter settin g (crth in tjiis im pressive m anner th e rea­ 
sons why Colorado ought to be represented a t the St. 
Louis exposition, Mr. T h atch er goes on to c all the attention 
of the people to the fact th a t under th e state law which 
creates a Colorado w orld's fair com m ission, th e responsi­ 
bility for an adequate display lies largely w ith the coun­ 
ties of the state. 
The county com m issioners are em ­ 
pow ered to m ake appropriations for th is purpose and to 
employ com petent persons to epllect the exhibits, 
I he 
state com m ission will take charge of tjie county exhibit 
after it has been secured, and will atten d to its tra n sp o rta ­ 
tio n , installation and arran g em en t am ong th e exhibits at 
St. Louis. 
But the exhibits them selves are local affairs 
and the success of the Colorado display depends on the 
energy and en terp rise of the different counties of the 
state. 
This arran g em en t has been highly com m ended by 
th e central m anagem ent a t St. Louis, because it brings 
the m aking of the state exhibit into d irect co n tact w ith 
the different localities and gives them a local and par­ 
ticu lar in terest in its preparation. 
It is especially desirable th a t action aloiig this line 
should be taken prom ptly, in order th a t plans m ay be laid 
and the exhibits secured in plenty of tim o to reach the 
best results w ith the least expenditure of m oney. 
This 
is a case in w bleh It is m ore th an usually true, th a t he 
who gives prom ptly gives doubly. 
El P aso county in 
p articu lar should set an exam ple to the re st of th e state 
in the prep aratio n of an exhibit th a t w ill a ttra c t favor­ 
able atten tio n to w hat we have to offer, and our m unicipal 
apd other organizations should be ready foy prom pt co­ 
operation w ith the board of county com m issioners in order 
to secure a result th a t will be creditable to our enterprise 
and beneficial in the hig h est degree to our business in­ 
terests. 


IRRIGATION EXPERIMENTS AND PROBLEMS. 
T 


HERE js an especial in terest on the p art of the people 
of th e w est in th a t portion of th e rep o rt of the 
secretary of agricu ltu re w hich deals w ith irrigation. 
T he subject is ope or the very g reatest im portance to all 
the w estern states, and it is generally recognized th a t the 
federal governm ent m ay do an im m ense am ount of good 
in assistin g in th e solution of problem s th a t arise in 
this connection, as w ell as in contributing direct aid tow ard 
the construction of Irrigation w orks. 
The departm ent of the interior, to which is intrusted 
the care of the public lands, is the one prim arily affected 
by th e new irrigation law, but th e d epartm ent of ag ri­ 
culture also has an im p o rtan t p a rt to play in m auy ways. 
Of th e tim ely in te re st in irrigation m atters and the 
need for experim ents, the report says: 
“Two causes have operated during the past, y e a r 
to increase the interest in the departm ent s work for 
irrigated agriculture. 
One was the desire of the 
arid states for the creation of conditions which will 
result iri the largest and best use of the w ater sup­ 
ply. and the other the drought 
which 
prevailed 
throughout the middle w est in 1901 and in the south 
during liOl and the present year. As a result of this 
interest, requests for Inform ation and advice have 
been far more num erous than ever before, and (t is 
only through the increased appropriation m ade by 
the last congress and the better organization of the 
w ork th a t these dem ands have been met. 
"The distribution and use of w estern rivers re­ 
quire th a t the irrigation Industry shall be organized, 
and in order to provide for thiB It is necessary th at 
there be a better understanding of the subject than 
now exists. The first need is for the facts. We need 
to know how m uch w ater is being used, where it is 
being used, how m uch w ater is required for the 
m aturing of crops, how it can be distributed with 
the least less, and how applied to the best advan­ 
tage. 
T^*a inform ation the departm ent is securing 
and disuem inating through this investigation, and in 
doing tills it has enlisted in its service m any of the 
leading irrigation engineers and scientists 
of 
the 
arid states. 
The services of these men would have 
i n v o l v e ; ! ti prohibitory expense if it had be**n n w s - 
.-ir> to employ them continuously hut through c o ­ 
operative arrangem ents w ith the state agricultural 
colleges and experim ent stations unci the s t a t e e n ­ 
gineers’ offices the scope of both local and national 
investigations ha» been broadened and mad* more 
♦•fl’ective. while the outlay to each of the parties to 
these arrangem ents has been greuUy reduced." 


A nother im portant p a rt or th e d ep artm en t’s work In 
conuoctiou with irrigation concerns the uso and d istri­ 
bution of w ater. 
‘ T he d ep artm en t is now m aking m eas­ 
u rem ents of tho w ater used in irrigation in all oi the 
arid states but ope am i in a num ber of hum id states. 
The 


net cQjvcJugiye, haye already done much to educate farm­ 
ers and ditch managers as to the direction from which 
Improvements of methods and practices must come. They 
have made plain t}ie need of better work in constructing • 
and maintaining canals. They have shown that the water 
lost through leakage in trapeit is far ¡greater than h&s 
been generally supgpsed, and that its loss cause». & 
double injury, it returns in many instances to the surface 
of lower-lying fields and converts productive areas into 
unsightly swamps and marshes, rendering them for the 
time practically worthless. 
The loss of water through 
evaporation from these submerged areas is large. 
If 
this could be prevented and the water saved applied to 
crops, it would largely increase the cultivated area. Ope 
of the leading lines of work of these investigations will 
therefore be a more careful study of losses from seepage, 
in order to determine measures by which this can be 
lessened. 
In a number of instances these studies hp.ve 
led to careful inquiries by canal owners to determine 
whether or not it will be profitable to cement the main 
ditches and canals, and to requests for further assistance 
from this investigation to determine how this may be done 
to the best advantage. The report of irrigation investiga­ 
tions for 1901 will give the methods pursued and the cost 
of cementing one of the principal canals of southern Cali­ 
fornia.” 


The m a tte r of drainage surveys is one th a t has not 
received m uch public attention, but it is an im portant 
one in Colorado and m uch m ore so in som e other states. 


"In response to num erously signed petitions from 
the agricultural and horticultural Interests of the 
valley of K ings river, in California, the departm ent 
has carried on a com prehensive drainage survey to 
determ ine w hat plans can be best adopted for re* 
lief of the overw atered lands of th a t section. 
This 
work has been under the direction of Prpf. O. V. P. 
Stout, of the U niversity of N ebraska, an d the re ­ 
port, which is now approaching com pletion, will give 
the plans and estim ates for tw o m ethods of rem ov­ 
ing the surplus w ater and m aking it available for 
use elsewhere. The carrying out of these plans will 
probably require additional legislation on the p a rt 
of the state, and a local com m ittee has been form ed 
to fram e bills and prom ote the enactrpent of needed 
laws. 
"A t the request of the Hon. A- J- McOune, state 
engineer of Colorado, the departm ent has assisted 
in the investigation of the drainage problem s of th a t 
state. 
This work is under the direction of C. G. 
KUiott, a drainage engineer of wide experience. The 
inform ation already gained m akes it certain th a t 
these studies are to be w orth m any tim es their cost, 
both to the localities w here they have been c ar­ 
ried on and in their influence on the larger and 
better use of the w ater supply. 
Some fejars have 
been expressed th at thp w ater cotpipg from these 
drains would he unfit for u.se because of the large 
percentage of alkali it contained, bqt analyses mad*' 
by Hie state experim ent statio n s of Colorado and 
California have shown th at this is pot the case." 
The very important matter of irrigation laws is also 
receiving the attention of the department, and upon this 
m atter the secretary says: 


"The larger problem s w hich the com plete use of 
western rivers is destined to create and the m easure 
of public control which recent irrigation legislation 
renders inevitable gives added interest to the de­ 
partm en t's studies of the legal and economic pha&ea 
of irrigation. 
The division of the w ater of stream s 
am ong farm s scattered tor hundred« Of m iles along 
their courses, so th a t each acre cultivated shall re­ 
ceive its ju st share of the common w ater supply, is

Through the courtesy of governm ent officials he 
was enabled to become fully acquainted w ith the 
adm inistration of the law s which gpwern the u?e 
of the Nile, and his report will show the ch aracter 
of the rights to w ater recognized and the tpanrjer in 
which these rights are enforced in tjm es of scarcity. 
W hile differences in conditions will doubtless p re­ 
vent the adoption of m any of the m ethods pursued, 
the lesson of one pf the oldest irrigated countries in 
the world can not fail to be of great interest and 
value to one of

Johnston's report will present m any m atters of p rac­ 
tical inform ation regarding the size and construc­ 
tion of canals, the m anner in w hich w ater is dis­ 
tributed and applied to crops, and the yield and 
value of the products.

w ith the departm ent iu these studies of sociological 
and legal problems. 
M ontana and N evada ap p ro ­ 
priated money for such studies, and the irrigation 
officials of W yoming, Colorado and Idaho have given 
both personal and official aid. 
No branch of the 
departm ent's Irrigation w ork has received m ore cor­ 
dial recognition than its studies of legal and socio­ 
logical questions, and it is believed th a t they are 
destined to exert a beneficent influence on the fu­ 
ture industrial life of the w est." 
It Is a very fortunate thing for the west that there is 
a department of the national government that has the 
authority and the willingness to devote itaelf to the con, 
sideratios) of such matters. 
Its experiments and investi­ 
gations are certain to be or great value, and the more 
because very few persons in the west or elsewhere real- 
i?e to what a degree the field of irrigation is a new and 
untried one, and what vast changes and developments 
may grow out of the beginning that has been made. 


OKLAHOMA AS A STATE.

HE RESOLVE Of the senate special committee not 
to admit Arizona and New Mexico as states does 
not affect Oklahoma, and it now appears certain 
that one more star will be added to the American flag 
next Fourth oi July. 
It is stated, however, that the senate is very strongly 
in favor of the proposition to include the present Indian 
territory as a part of the new state, and to bring both 
territories into the union together. 
Tlje desire to fore­ 
stall the possibility of two more western senators doubt­ 
less has something to do with this decision, but there 
are other and better reasons for it. 
ludian territory has not, nor will it have for many 
years to com«, the possibilities of an American state, 
but there are obvious inconveniences and disadvantages 
in maintaining a territorial form of government ior an 
iadefinite period. 
The present territory of Oklahoma has enough white 
population to control the policies and destiny of the new 
state, and the civilized Indians will become assimilated 
into American citizenship under statehood conditions much 
more rapidly than they could be as residents of a terri­ 
tory. 
The sentiment in Oklahoma, for obvious reasons, is 
in favor of independent statehood, but if it comes t0 a 
choice between statehood with the Indians and continu­ 
ance of territorial conditions without them, the result 
will not\be long In doubt. 


With the withdrawal oi Representative Dalzell of 
Pennsylvania as a candidate' for speaker of the house 
in the Fifty-eighth congress, tho election of Mr. Cannon 
by a unanimous Republican vote is practically assured. 
The Illinois statesman has already secured a safe ma­ 
jority of tho caucus, and the friends of other candidatos 
arc getting into line as rapidly and gracefully as possible.

N EW YORK A N D N EW ENGLAND

Dee. !).— N e\\ York and 
New England have experienced during 
the past 24 hours Cue co:aest weather 
for many years, 
in this city it was 
the 
coldest 
December 
0 
in 
26 
years, 
tho 
thermom eter 
register­ 
ing S above zero. 
The severity of 
the cold was intensified by the fact 
that the people were not prepared for 
it, tlie cold wave 
having descended 
upon the country suddenly and with­ 
out warning. 
Then, too, the scarcity 
of coal caused much suffering among 
the poorer classes. 
Every effort is 
being put forth to alleviate the suf­ 
fering, charitable' organizations having 
taken steps to supply the poor, and 
the board of aldermen having voted 
$100,000 to help along tjie good cause. 
During the day the rivers were cov­ 
ered with a heavy mist, showing the 
great difference between the tempera­ 
ture of the air and the water, 
m e cold 
in the city was mild compared with 
that prevailing in the northern sec­ 
tions of the state and In New England. 
At Albany the mercury fell to 10 below 
zero and in some nearby districts jt 
went down to 20. 
The river is frozen 
over at Albany, putting an end to navi­ 
gation. 
Ballston reported 32 below, 
the low est registration since 1861, and 
Saratoga felt the grasp of weather 80 
below'. 
In the Adirondack region and 
along the Champlain valley the ther­ 
mometer registered between 17 and 26 
below. 
Throughout Maine and Connecticut 
the thermom eter registered from 8 to 
30 below, a fall in sopie places oi 4u 
degrees in 12 hours. 
Norfolk, Conu., 
reported a temporftture of 33 degrees 
below zero, the e ld e s t in years. 


SEN A TE ADOPTED AM ENDM ENTS 
TO TH E IM M IGRATION LA W 
By Associated Press. 
W ashington, Dec. 9.—The senate de­ 
voted most of today to the immigration 
bill and adopted a number of amend­ 
ments, 
There was much discussion 
of an amendment offered by Mr. Bur­ 
ton of Kansas, to admit Chinese la­ 
borers to Hawaii, 
It was met with 
much opposition and finally was laid 
| on the table. 
The provision in the bill 
prohibiting the sale of liquor in the 
capitol building caused some criticism 
of the house for putting it in the bill, 
but the provision was not stricken out. 
During tho day the m ilitia bill was dis­ 
cussed. 
It will be taken up again 
Thursday. 
M essages from the president trans­ 
mitting the papers in the 1’ius fund 
casp and the report of the governor 
of Puerto Rico were laid before the 
senate and then an amendment to the 
immigration bill by Mr. Hoar of Mas­ 
sachusetts was agreed to providing for 
the careVul inspection of fam ilies of 
aliens who already have been admit­ 
ted and have filed their preliminary 
declarations for citizenship. An amend­ 
ment offered by Mr. Bailey of Texas 
was adopted providing that skilled la­ 
bor may be imported if labor of like 
kind cannot be found in this country. 
Tliy amendment prohibiting the. sale 
of liquors in the capitol was taken up 
and Mr. Berry of Arkansas declared 
that the capitol was not the proper 
place to run a saloon. 
Mr. Penrose auswering him said tlie 
paragraph was stricken out because 
the com m ittee thought it w'as not a 
proper place for it. 
Mr. Bailey of Texas contended tbat 
each house of congress had authority 
to act in the matter without any law 
of congress. 
Mr. Tillman said he wanted a little 
light on the subject. 
He had been in­ 
formed that no liquor was sold on the 
senate end of the capitol. 
“The house is simply playing a hyp­ 
ocritical game before the people,” said 
i he, “and endeavoring to make the sen- 
i ate attend to its morals.” 
The comm ittee amendment striking 
out the section wras rejected, which 
has the effect of retaining in the bill 
the clause 
prohibiting 
the sale of 
liquor in the capitol. 
At tue instance 
of Mr. Penrose the senate agreed to a 
substitute for the 21st section of the 
bill, extending to two years the time 
for the deportation of aliens wrho be­ 
come a public charge. 
The section as 
amended specifies lunacy, idiocy and 
epilepsy and says that ajiens afflicted 
with either trouble shall be presumed 
to have been so affected prior to land­ 
ing in the United States and shall be 
deported at the expense of the trans­ 
portation companies bringing them in. 
Mr. Burton sought to secure action 
on his amendment introduced earlier 
in the day, but Mr. Mitchell, of Ore­ 
gon, of the com m ittee on Pacific is­ 
lands and Puerto Rico, interposed an 
objection on the ground that his com­ 
mittee firfet should consider it. 
The 
amendment opened a discussion of the 
Chinese question. 
Mr. Burton declared that the Ha- 
waiians cannot make money because 
the Japanese have raised the price of 
labor higher than the traffic will bear 
and he added that they arc not as 
good citizen» as the Chinese. 
Mr. Tillman 
remarked 
that there 
may be other parts of the United States 
that might want labor and he did not 
see “why we should discriminate in 
favor of a few corporation pets who 
own sugar plantations in Hawaii." 
Mr. Foraker differed with him and 
insisted that it was intended to beneut 
all the people of Hawaii. 
Mr. Burton said the Puerto Ricans 
taken to Hawaii proved failures, but 
the Portuguese had done very well. 
W hite men would not work in the sun 
in the Hawaiian climate. 
Ho thought 
the Chinese should be allowed to go 
to Hawaii for 
agricultural purposes 
only. 
He added that he thought such 
immigrants should be 
placed 
under 
bonds, and in response to Mr. Bacon 
said he did not consider that such con­ 
ditions would render the Chinaman a 
slave. 
Mr. Hoar asked Mr. Burton whether 
he would favor the adm ission of Chi­ 
nese to do agriculturai labor in the 
United States. 
The reply was in the 
negative. 
“Then,” said 
Mr. Hoar, “are 
you 
doing to Hawaii as you would dc to 
the United States?” 
“Yes,” was the reply. 
“The white 
man will labor in the mainland, while 
he will not in Hawaii.” 
Mr. Bailey made objection to the 
proposition to invite Chinese to come 
to Hawaii and then to deport them 
when they hecome skilled laborers. 
Mr. Burton replied that this view 
was inspired by the political opinions 
of the Texas senator. 
It could not be 
shown that the Chinaman’s fortunes 
would be rendered worse by the change. 
On the contrary, he wouid be dis­ 
tinctly benefited. 
He would not be 
bound to come and could remain in his 
own country if he so desired. 
In conclusion Mr. Burton made a 
plea for the consideration of the amend­ 
ment at the hands of the committee 
on immigration, but Mr. Penrose speak­ 
ing for the com m ittee declined to do 
so, as, he said, the amendmeut w as 
premature and also was not germane. 
He moved that the amendment be laid 
on the table. 
The motion prevailed 
without division. 
On motion of Mr. Comas the sec­ 
tion of the bill relating to the exclu­ 
sion of anarchists was umended so as 
to make it specifically provide for the 
exclusion of anarchists who advocate 
the destruction of the government of 
the United States or of all govern­ 
m ents by violence. 
W hile the debate on this motion was 
in progress Mr. Hoar remarked ttiat 
there are som e governments whose 
destruction by violence he would ac­ 
complish if he could. 
The senate then, on motion of Mr. 
Cullom, went into executive session 
and at 5:10 p. m. adjourned.

H enry R ustin T ells of H is F lan s for 
E lectrical Illu m in ation at the 
W orld’s Fair. 
(By H enry Jtu^tin, Claief E lectrical an d 
M echanical 
Engineer. 
Louisiana. P u r­ 
chase Exposition.) 
As a finished picture the exposition sat 
night and by day will present totally d if­ 
ferent view-, each dem anding approval. 
The day view will offer a picture of arch i­ 
tectural splendor showing detail, color, a r ­ 
rangem ent and .scheme all in tru e value 
of light and shade, while the nig h t p ic­ 
ture will present itself w ith lights an d 
shades forged into artificial values. These 
two view*, however, will in no sense l>o 
in com petition, as each will o ffer a to tal 
picture com plete in itself for enjoym ent 
to the eye. 
The plan and scope adopted fo r the L ou­ 
isiana P urchase exposition by the d irect­ 
ors promise^, 
in these w ords, th a t its 
lighting display shall be a featu re: 
"The |irugrt-.-»ivencsti ot the exposition 
will he m ost especially m anifest in th a 
m aim er and extent of its use of a rtifi­ 
cial light, both for purposes of illum ina­ 
tion and as a m eans of decoration. 
"E lectric lighting In the la test, m ost 
striking and m ost effective form , as well 
as all other new and efficient m odes ofi 
illum inating, will be eo liberally em ployed 
th a t the exposition grounds and build­ 
ings will blaze w ith light a t night, a n d 
th eir beauties successfully rival th e a t­ 
tractions of daylight." 
The results which can be accom plished 
by artistic arrangem ents of lights a re nu­ 
merous, and additional possibilities are 
created by com bining lighting w ith fo u n ­ 
tain displays. 
The vista, as seen from 
the north end of the m ain court, will bo 
closed by the cascades in front of F esti­ 
val hall. 
H ere all efforts will unite fo r 
creating- n m axim um spectacular effect in 
architectural gardening, fountain display 
and light. 
At night the scene on the m ain court 
will be an effect which, for lack of a bet­ 
ter term , may V>e cailed nocturnal arch i­ 
tecture: in th a t the placing of m yriads 
of points of light in outlining the struc- 
lures. in fa r r , light ing entire surfaces, or 
in accentuating prom inent arch itectu ral 
featurfs, will produce an appearance in 
the stru ctu res th a t is entirely d ifferent 
from 
the daylight scene. 
Thte- effect, 
achieved 111 m ilder m anner at the entrance 
to the G rand court, will lead w ith ever 
increasing intensity up to the m ain effect 
at the cascades. 
The g en tral style c.f 
arch itectu re adopted by 
the exposition 
presents unusual opportunities for display 
lighting. 
The color of the buildings is, 
in the main, white, and the full value 
of each lighting uiut is reflected. 
M uch atten tio n is being given th e q u es­ 
tion of supports for lighting abo u t tho 
grounds to prevent their being obtrusive. 
It is a difficult m atter to provide tho 
necessary am ount of lighting for w alks 
and avenues w ithout accum ulating a for­ 
est of lam p posts. 
A rrangem ents have 
been perfected, however, in w hich it is 
only necessary to place a. few posts a t 
long intervals, and at the sam e tim e keep 
the unit of illum inating of em ail candle- 
power. 
Th»- schem e adopted leaves the v ista al­ 
most entirely free from any obstructions 
to the sight. A certain am ount of illum i­ 
nation will be placed on i>osts ab o u t th o 
w aterw ays, in order to take care of the 
tra ffic of sm all boats. These lights, how ­ 
ever, will be kept very low. 
W hile decorative illum ination will be 
general throughout the grounds, certain 
portions will be featured to u g reater ex­ 
tent th an has been possible a t previous 
expositions. 
The portions w hich will re ­ 
ceive p articular attention will be the av e­ 
nue leading tow ard the G overnm ent build­ 
ing- and the Cioverument: building itself. 
This stru ctu re rises to considerable prom ­ 
inence in that it is situated on a high 
hill. 
The chief display, however, will be 
m ade in front of Festival hall, covering 
the entire territo ry know n as th e cas­ 
cades. 
This will be a stretch of artistic 
architectu ral and landscape com position 
som ething over a thousand feet in w idth 
and over 5u<> feet in depth, and a t three 
different points im m ense cascades of w a­ 
te r will tum ble down, m aking a to tal 
plunge of 100 feet. 
As arranged, this cascade at night will 
be satu rated w ith light of varying colors, 
and th e entire surrounding« of arch itec­ 
tu re and foliage will be bathed in the 
sam e shades of color as the w ater effects. 
This will not be accom plished by m eans 
of stage lights or searchlight effects, b u t 
will be produced on the stru ctu res them ­ 
selves as if they had each become light 
giving. 
The exposition has provided itself w ith 
facilities for the supplying of an Im m ense 
am ount of electrical energy. T his will be 
distributed in the usual m anner to the 
several points of consum ption. 
The m a­ 
jo r portion of th is energy has been appor­ 
tioned to the producing of a picture in 
light. 
An am ple portion, of electrical energy 
has been apportioned for the use of tho 
exhibitor, the concessionaire an d for the 
Foreign and S tate buildings section. The 
total of the electrical service so appor­ 
tioned is considerable, and in v ariety in­ 
cludes service for every know n com m er­ 
cial electrical work, such as charging cu r­ 
rent for batteries, current for series a l­ 
tern atin g and direct, cu rren t arc lam ps, 
cu rren t for all varieties of direct and al­ 
tern atin g current m otors, service for m ul- 
tiple# direct cu rren t and altern atin g cu r­ 
rent arc lamps. 
This la tte r service pre­ 
sents quite a variety of altern atin g c u r­ 
ren t voltages and frequencies, a« well as 
a good variety uf direct cu rren t voltages. 
Inasm uch as other form s of energy are 
convertible to electrical energy, it is de­ 
sired to perm it as g reat a variety of pro­ 
cesses and operations am ong the exhibits 
as possible. 
Provision has been m ade fo r 
«team , gas and com pressed a ir service in 
localities iu sufficient qu an tity to per­ 
m it the . greatest possible display of ma­ 
chinery In motion. 
It is predicted th a t the electrical w ork 
a t the W orld's fair of 1904 a t St. Louia 
as a display of lighting and as an ex­ 
hibit of progress in m echanical and elec­ 
trical lines, will excel th a t of an y of its 
predecessors.

The total railway shipments of oil from 
the wells of Northern Colorado during 
the time that has elapsed since the first 
producer came in last spring am ount to 
55 carloads. 
In barrels the output has 
amounted to 6.S91. 
It is claimed that a 
much larger body of oil Is now available, 
but it Is not being pumped, as the cost of 
transportation and refining at the Flor­ 
ence refinery consumes almost all the 
valu« allowed by the Standard Oil com­ 
pany. 
A ftfr the refinery at Boulder is com­ 
pleted and in regular operatioi. it is con­ 
fidently prophesied that tangible evidence 
of oil in paying quantities will be forth­ 
coming in the Boulder district. The value 
of the oil produced and delivered by rail 
to the present time, at $1 per barrel, is 
about $7 000. 
It is estimated th a t more 
than $1,0(10,000 was expended during the 
year in the northern oil belt, not esti­ 
mating cost of land.

SOLDIERS CALLED UPON 
TO SUPPRESS DEPUTIES.'

Paris, Dec. 6.—The chamber of depu- 
ties was the scene of violent disturb- 
ances this afternoon, during which

The feeling was in- 
tensified when the Kevisionist Deputy 
Gauthier made a savage attack on the 
government for Ha laxity in prosecuting 
parties connected with the number 
scandal. Even worse than this scandal 
he declared, was the state of anarchy 
existing within the courts, \vithln the 
police and within the government.

brought over to America by the 
sturdy Pilgrims to the rock- 
bound Shores of this republic, is needed 
to protect the race from physical and 
mentab decay. 


Such is the decision of the wisest 
educators as demonstrated in the in- 
creasing, Importance given to domestic 
science < in the curricula of our schools 
Jand colleges. The strong disinclination 
Of "American girls to contest for honors 
fn this direction or to become proficient 
in the household arts is emphasized in 
1 the winplng- of first prize in .the an- 
tttlal-j culinary contest at Bryn Mawr 
college by a young woman who is a. na- 
tive of Sweden. 
While those familiar with our social 
and. Industrial conditions will "regret 
that a native of Sweden has shown 
herself qualified beyond our own girls 
and/ so captured first prize for cook- 
ing in an American school, the more 
pptimistic will claim, in the fact that 
this much heralded Bryn Mawr has 
exalted domestic science to a promi- 
nent place, a hopeful sign in the na- 
tional educational trend. 


The most fascinating branch of do- 
mestic science, that of cooking, is by 
far the most useful as this so vitally 
conserves the management and organi- 
zation of the home, and as the home is 
the foundation of national strength and 
prosperity, its importance -cannot be 
' too highly estimated. 


The physical -sturdiness of the people 


of Germany, -Holland,' Switzerland, Den- 
mark and Sweden 'has arisen from the 
Importance 'that is 'given by these peo- 
plejto- domestic science and all that is 
tritfut'ary • to the advancement of the 
home. -In' those countries the chemistry 
of .cookery, the preparation and preser- 
vation of -milk products, and a system 
of public education'-whTch- dignifies the 
handicrafts and develops individuality, 
have assisted largely "in building of 
Stalwart races.

Oh the other -hi^dV -Spain and Italy 
-where there is scant love of home, 
•nd where nelther^ookery nor the sci- 
ence" of agriculture 'is understood and 
tvhere there is ^radically no domestic 
science practiced, there is national de- 
cline. from physical 
degeneracy and 
moral depravity. 


Since the woihan's clubs of this coun- 
try have inaugurated the custom of in- 
cluding- classes in domestic science as 
a feature of club work, much more at- 
tention to it has been noted upon the 
part <rf the 'educators of the country.

[mestic science very soon. Ever since 
the club was organized there has been 
a demand for the department which 
Is an augury of success. May it bring 
•.to every,;home where its teaching shall 
• go, a little more light and help solve 
the 
much-discussed • "domestic ques- 
tion." 


Club women in search of fresh ma- 


terial upon which to write a club paper 
may hail with delight, the novel sugges- 
tion in such a title as this: "The Tele- 
phone, Its Influence on Matrimony."

He reasons that impatience and hurry 
only make one uncomfortable, and why 
should anyone do anything so unneces- 
sary as to make himself uncomfort'a- 
ble?"

Spanish-American women of South 
America are not at all the lazy beings 
they are supposed to be; that they often 
have marked executive ability, and that 
they get through with a great deal, of 
work, in addition to raising large fam- 
ilies; but that they never have nervous 
prostration, because they never hurry.

lines. A good'finish Is u valance across 
the top, anywhere from ten to twenty 
Inches deep, according to the height 
and shape of the window; or a short 
piece like, a section of n valance may 
hang betwyeun the two curtalnK, rings 
may be dispensed with and tho brass 
rod may run through a casing made 
for it; with a standing ruffle above. 
Or, in the Interests of economy, the 
brass rod may be dispensed with und 
any small, cheap wooden rod, tmch as 
a shade stick, may bo used, hidden in 
the casing. It is not difficult to make 
wooden sockets to hold It. 1C you can 
overcome the sagging tendency there 
is no objection to the primitive method 
of running your curluin on a string, 
stretched taut across tho window.

It either hanga from 
rings or has a deep caning on the pole. 
Any extra length may be allowed to 
hang over, with a fringe or a border It 
makes a good finlah. It should not, how- 
ever, be mo-re than twenty inches, and 
that only In a high room.

Wax for polishing hardwood floors 


may be prepared thus: . To' a pound of 
clean beeswax allow three'pints of tur- 
pentine.

Then pour 
it' into the turpentine, stirring vigor- 
ously. Then with a clean flannel cloth 
rub it on the floor, attending to one 
board at a time and rubbing length- 
wise.

IRRIGATION EXPERIMENTS AND PROBLEMS. 


T 


HERE is an especial interest on the part of the people 


pf the- wept in that portion °* the report of tli,e 
secretary of agriculture which deals with irrigation, 


Tbe subject IH one of the very greatest, importance to. all 
the western states, and It la geuwftlU' recognized that the 
federal government may do an immense amount of good 
in assisting In the solution of problems that arise In 
this cpsnectlon, as well as in contributing direct aid toward, 
the construction of Irrigation works. 


The department of the interior, to which la intrusted 


the care of the public lands, is the one primarily affected 
by the new irrigation law, but the department of agri- 
culture also has an important part to play in many ways. 


Qf the timely interest in irrigation matters sad the 


need for experiments, the report says: 


"Two 
causes have operated during the past; year 
to inoreaae the interest In the department's work for 
irrigated agriculture. One was the desire 08 tlja 
arid states for the creation of conditions which \vlli 
r«Bult IB the la.rB8.BV and beat u»e u? the wuter sup- 
ply, and the other the. drounht which prevailed 
throughout the middle west In IBOl and in the south 
during \W\ and the present year, AB a result of this 
interest, requests for information and ndv|q« have 
been far more numerous than ever before, and it is 
only through the increased Appropriation made by 
the la»« congress and the bettor organization of the 
work that these demands have- been met. 


"The 
distribution and une of western rivers re- 
quire that the Irrigation Industry shall be organised, 
and In order to provide for this it i« necessary that 
there be a better understanding of the subject than 
now exists. The first need Is for the facts. We need; 
to know how much water la being used, where It la 
bftlns U»«d. how, much water IB rewires for- th« 
maturing of crops, how tt can be distributed with 
the Iwirt'losn, and how applied to the best advan- 
tage. T*J»» Information the department la aacurlna 
and dlwtemlnatlne throueh this Investigation, and In 
doing tWa-lt has enllatea in its service many of the 
leading Irrigation engineers and scientists of the 
arid states.

9:30 o'clock was the signal for a great 
outburst of applaijse.

Admiral Sumner'a victory was due 
to the careful execution ot his plans.

The white squadron was 
reported to Admiral Hlgginson, com- 
manding the blue, or opposing squadron 
at 8 o'clock on the afternoon of Decem- 
ber 5. : Admiral Sumner's objective was 
Mayagues, Guayanilln, Ponce, Ensanda 
or Culebra. 
Under the rules the white squadron

It was met with 
much opposition and finally was laid I 
on the table. The provision in the bill 
prohibiting the sale of liquor in the 
capltol building caused some criticism , 
of the house.for putting It in the Mil.: 
but the provision was not stricken out 
During the day the militia bill was dis- 
cussed:

Thursday. 


MenBagbs from the president trans- 


mitting the papers In the Pins fund 
case and the report of the governor 
of Puerto Rico were laid before the 
senate and then an amendment to the 
Immigration bill by Mr. Hoar of Mas- 
saciiusetts was agreed to providing for 
the careful inspection ot families of 
aliens who already have been admit- 
ted and have filed their preliminary 
declarations for citizenship. An amend- 
ment ottered by Mr. Bailey of Texas 
was adopted providing that skilled la- 
>or may be.Imported if labor of like 
kind cannot be found in this country. 


The amendment prohibiting the sale 


of liquors in the capital was taken up 
ind Mr. .Berry of Arkansas declared 
that the capitol was, not the proper 
place to run a saloon; 


Mr. Penrose answering him said the 


paragraph was stricken out because 
the committee thought it was not a 
proper place for it. 


Mr. Bailey of Texas contended that 


each house'of congress had authority 
to act In the matter without any law 
of congress. 


Mr. Tlllman said he wanted a little 


light on the subject. He had been in- 
formed that no liquor was sold on the 
senate end ot the capltol. 


"The house is simply playing a hyp- 


ocritical game before the people," said 
he, "and. endeavoring to make the sen- 
ate attend:to its morals." 


The committee amendment striking

While decorative Illumination will lie 
general throughout the pi'onnds, certain 
fiortloiiB will be featured to a greater ex- 
tent than ban bcrn possible at previous 
expositions.

This will not bo accomplished' by means 
of atugti lights or searchlight effects* but 
will be produced.on the structures them- 
selves as if they had each/become light 
giving. 


The exposition lias provided itself with 


facilities for the supplying of an Immense 
amount of electrical energy. This will ,bq 
distributed in the usual manner to the 
several points of consumption. The ma- 
jor portion of this energy has been appor- 
tioned to the producing ot. a, picture In 
light. 


An ample portion, of electrical energy 
lias been apportioned' for the. use of tha 
exhibitor, the' concessionaire and for the 
Foreign and State buildings section. The 
total of the electrical service so appor- 
tioned is considerable, and In variety In- 
cludes service fpr. every known commer- 
cial electrical work, such as charging cur- 
rent for .batteries, current for series al- 
ternating and direct,. current arc lamps, 
current for all varieties of direct and al- 
ternating current motors, service (or raul- 
tlplo,dlrect current and alternating cur- 
rent .arc lamps. This latter service pre- 
sents quite-a variety of alternating -cur- 
vent voltages and frequencies, aa well ay 
a good variety of direct current voltages. 
Inasmuch as other forms of energy are 


convertible to electrical energy, It is de- 
sired to permit as great a variety o( pro- 
cesses and operations among the exhibit* 
a< possible. Provision has been made for 
flteam. gas and compressed air service in 
localities in sufficient quantity to per- 
mit the.greatest possible display of ma- 
chinery In motion.

It In predicted that the electrical work > 
at the World's fair of 1904 at St. Louis 
as a display of lighting and as 'an ex- 
hibit of progress in mechanical and alec- ' 
trlcnl lines, will excel that of any of lt> 
predecessors.

In regard to a reduction of royalties 
meets with general approval on the 
part of mining men. R. B. Estey stated 
recently that he owned considerable 
property in the district, and he would 
be willing to consider a proposition 
for a reduction of royalty in connec- 
tion with leasing any of his ground. 
Mining men are taking the most hope- 
ful view possible of the situation and 
are inclined to regard the present price 
of silver as abnormally low, and con- 
sequently 'not likely to remain at these 
figures. 
But there Is the bare pos- 
sibility of the price staying around 50 
cents for a considerable period, and In 
this case a reduction 'In royalties will 
unquestionably be Imperative.: 
It Is one very favorable sign that no 
Leadvllle property has as yet been com- 
pelled to close down on account of the 
fall In the white metal. • The action 
of the smelters in knocking off the 50 
cent treatment charge has helped the 
situation considerably, and while this 
concession under the original arrange- 
ment was not to last over 30 days. It 
has been intimated in semi-official 
quarters that the no-treatment sched- 
ule will be continued as long as It Is 
necessary to prevent the closing of low 
grade Iron properties. 
The Sallda plant is now taking a con- 
siderable 
amount of iron ore from 
the Leadville mines. 
The. Catalpa- 
Crescent leases are shipping Iron at the 
rate of 30 to 40 tons a day, while con- 
siderable low grade silver ore from the 
Dlnerp dump is'also moving. The New 
'Monarch continues to ship a tonnage of 
from 150 to 200 tons dally, and now 
has a great amount of oCe in the bins 
at -the plant, most of it of an oxidized 
ch'aracter: - -.

There is 
a fine looking vein of copper ore in the 
face of the tunnel, and several tons 
have already been taken out, but are 
not shipped. 
A company has been recently formed 
to make a thorough exploration of this 
territory lying in East Tennessee park, 
and arrangements are under way to 
keep the work going all winter. 
The 
company has located a number of 
claims not far froni the Helen Gould 
group, and the drill hole explorations 
which have been carried on this fall 
have revealed a very satisfactory con- 
dition of affairs geologically. 
Two mills of much Importance to the

It is 
a low grade-slllclous material that'by 
the ordinary smelting process

Cyanide is 
very much cheaper. 
The experiments 


rriade on this ore have been very ex- 
haustive and thorough, and It is now 
known that the material can be treat- 
ed, by cyanide, although there are some 
features about the process to be used 
on the • Ballard ore that differ from 
the methods of treatment commonly 
used. 
The Bohn property is now being oper- 
ated under lease from the company by 
E. L. Daniels and others, and some Iron 
Is being shipped from the main %vork- 
Ings. 
The company, at one-time was 
figuring on deepening the shaft, but 
the financial arrangements could not be 
made.—(Leadville Herald-Democrat.

SHIPMENTS OF OIL FROM 
NORTHERN COLORADO WELLS. 
The total railway shipments of oil from 
the wells ot Northern Colorado during 
the time that has elapsed since the first 
producer came In last spring amount to 
65 carloads. In barrels the output has 
amounted to 6,891. It Is claimed that a 
much larger body of oil Is now available, 
but It is not being pumped, as the cost of 
transportation and refining at the Flor- 
ence refinery consumes almost all the 
value allowed by the Standard Oil com- 
pany. 


After the refinery at Boulder is com- 


pleted and in regular operation It is con- 
fidently prophesied that tangible evidence 
of oil In paying quantities will be forth- 
coming In the Boulder district. The value 
of the oil produced and delivered by rail 
to the present time, at $1 per barrel, is 
about (7,000. It is estimated that more 
than $1,000,000 was expended during the 
year In the northern oil belt, not esti- 
mating cost of land. Whether tho field 
can be made permanently to pay Is a 
debatable question In the minds of many 
who put thdir money Into the ground.— 
(Denver News.

New York, Dec. 10.—The stock mar- 
ket was expected to show some irreg- 
ularity 
today,

in view of the continued strain on the 
money market and the loss by the 
banks to the treasury since Friday of 
$500,000 In excess of the same period for 
last week. These were expected to off- 
set a mild array of satisfactory influ- 
ences which seemed to crop out here 
and there, but later in the day the en- 
gagement of $500,000 gold for export to 
South America, and the entire absence 
of notable buying power effected a 
decline which brought out the fact that 
even with only moderate offerings the 
market had no absorbing power, and on 
transactions of less than 250,000 shares 
up to 1 o'clock the entire list gave way 
with impartial weakness and no evi- 
dence of stability. There were no spe- 
cial news of sufficient importance to 
justify the course of the market, and 
the principal consolation urged is the 
extreme narrowness of trading during | 
the recent past has so completely 
robbed the market of outside interest 
that its present trend, while unexpect- 
ed in Intensity, may mark the begin- 
ning of the end of a decline. The most 
important influence on the market by 
all odds is the financial situation and 
its effect upon values in the near fu- 
ture, when the strain IB apt to become 
more severe than at this time. "We do 
not believe an explanation of the mar- 
ket at this time need puzzle the mind 
nor cause serious apprehension.
